These updates codify guidance, effective June 4, 2012, that requires 
consular officers to instruct IV applicants and NIV K and V applicants 
found ineligible during the consular interview, and for whom a waiver is 
available, to file their Form 1-601 directly with the USCIS Lockbox. 
Sections N401.1 and N401.2 were removed and section N403 was 
rewritten completely. Additionally, these notes are issued as sensitive 
but unclassified (SBU). 

2. Current changes are shown in italic and dark magenta to make it easier 
for the reader to identify them. However, if 50% or more of the 
subchapter is being revised, the italic and dark magenta can make it 
harder to identify changes. In those cases, normal black font is used 
throughout.
